Motor Magnate to Sec 
Roosevelt Soon, 


Says Report

Vague rumors once more mysteri­ 
ously popped up tonight of a meet­ 
ing between President Roosevelt 
and Henry Ford who has not yet 
signed tho automobile national re­ 
covery administration code. 


The word came in from tho out­ 
side that Mr. Ford was going to 
see the president but Stephen T. 
Early, a secretary to Mr. Roose- 
vent, stated tonight 
that 
no 
a r ­ 
rangements have been made for 
such a visit. 


At the same time it was made 
known that there would be no sur­ 
prise over a conference between 
the two. 


The prospective visit 
here 
of 
General Hugh S. Johnson, the pres­ 
ident's 
industrial 
administrator, 
sometime this week gave strength 
to the rumor. 


But the game between the presi­ 
dent of the United States and the 
automobile manufacturer was still 
going on, with each side standing 
pat. Ford officials have maintained 
the Ford company 
is 
complying 
with the terras of tho automobile 
code. 
Meanwhile 
the 
president 
was devoting himself hero to com­ 
plete relaxation and rest. 
Not un­ 
til tonight, after a swim and an 
inspection of the Warm Springs 
Foundation, did he meet with Early 
and talk over business affairs. 


At the offices of tho Ford Motor 
company in Detroit, officials there 
refused to comment on the rumors 
or say whether Henry Ford was 
planning any trips east.

At the bank, on u busy down­ 
town corner, the desperado car 
drew up Just as tho day’s business 
was being completed.

Ho thrust a sawed- 
off shotgun at Weyland and o r­ 
dered him to unlock tho vault.

tributors will be designated, but 
they must secure their liquor from 
the state and must sell at prices 
fixed by the state without profit.

that some members of the legis­ 
lature were ready to fight the pro­ 
posed control bill.

U. s. Manufacturers Ask 
Protection Against 
Foreign Imports 


Increased costs under the NRA 
newsprint code In the 
face 
of 
continued disastrous competition 
from foreign newsprint 
coming 
into this country free of tariff are 
a grave threat to the entire in­ 
dustry in the United States, ac­ 
cording to L. M. Alexander, paper 
m anufacturer of Port Edwards, 
Wls. 


The Press Is 
presenting 
tho 
views of Mr. Alexander on the 
situation, feeling it will bo of In­ 
terest to our readers, since paper 
mills are located at Groos, Manl- 
stlque and Munising and contrib­ 
ute considerably to the Industrial 
life of the uppar peninsula. 
The 
NRA code on newsprint was sign­ 
ed by President Roosevelt Nov. 17 
and will go Into effect here on 
Monday. Nov. 27. 


To illustrate th e situation fac­ 
ed by the newsprint industry, Mr.

Christmas Seal 
Aids Discovery 
of Tuberculosis y 


Lansing. Nov. 
2 0 —Though hope 
grows brighter in the anti-tubercu- 
losla camp each season 
as 
tho 
death rate from the disease loweri:^, 
the burden placed on ih e tubercu­ 
losis Christmas seal grows heavier. 


With th e knowledge that thou­ 
sands owe their lives annually to 
the early discovery of tuberculosis, 
it is the job of th e Christman seal 
to earn both funds for e.xamiim- 
lion by mean.s of tuberculin test 
and X-ray and for the education 
of the public, patients and parents 
to take advantage of th e examina­ 
tions. 


Ask any ten parents to name the 
m ost deadly diseases of ('hildhood. 
and it is doubtful if one will in­ 
clude tuberculosis. 
But tubérculo 
sis robs Michigan of more children 
annually than the four other lead­ 
ing diseases all working together. 
Parents must realize this fact be­ 
fore they are interested in taking 
advantage of the examination se rv ­ 
ice* offered to school students by 
the Michigan Tuberculosis assoeia 
tion. 
They have to be convinced 
th a t tuberculin used in making the 
tlrst test Is a harmless liquid. 'I'hey 
m ust feel certain that it is bettei 
by far to discoved tuberculosis in 
the childhood and easily curable 
stage than to wait until it appears 
1 
as the adust and often fatal type 
These facts must be brought home 
lo everyone through w^ork done by 
Ihe Christmas seals. 


Since the Michigan Tuberculosis 
association launched its ea rly ’diag­ 
nosis campaign based on modern, 
scientillc (llscovery, over 30,000 in­ 
dividuals have been given tubercu 
lin teats and 
5.131 
have 
been 
X-rayed. 
It is estimated by the 
association that the total of tube r­ 
culin te sts given in t h e past two 
y ears in Michigan is over 100.000. 
T h e proportion of childhood tube r­ 
culosis is found to bo slightly over 
20 per cent of the n um be r X-rayed. 
E ach case means one more prob 
able death prevented.

Escanaba Rotary Hears 
Publisher at Noon 
Gathering 


PreBent relations between the 
NRA 
administration 
and 
the 
newspapers of the country A\ith 
regard to the 
freedom 
of 
the 
press were explained to members 
of the Escanaba 
Rotary 
Club 
Monday by John P. Norton, pub­ 
lisher 
of 
the 
Escanaba 
Daily 
Press. 


Asserting th a t in spite of pub­ 
lic claims in recent weeks by 
Donald Richberg, general counsel 
for the NRA and Dr. Lindsay 
Rogers, 
deputy 
administrator, 
that there was no intent of the 
NRA board to license newspapers 
of the United States and also in 
spite of the attack made upon the 
newspapers of the nation within 
the past ten days by Gen. Hugh 
Johnson, who repeatedly claimed 
th a t the newspapers were but cre­ 
ating hobgoblins at which they 
m ight scream, Mr. Norton point­ 
ed out t h a t up to the present 
tim e the NR'A board at Washing­ 
ton has refused to approve of a 
newspaper code that does not in­ 
clude a provision for licensing the 
newspapers of the nation. 
Mr. 
Norton explained that there was 
no point a t issue between news­ 
paper publishers and 
the 
NRA 
board as to wages and hours of 
employment and that the entire 
controveray is based upon the de­ 
m a n d of the newspapers that a 
code be provided in which licens­ 
ing is not demanded, for the pro­ 
tection of the freedom of the 
press, guaranteed in 
the 
first 
amendment to the Constitution of 
ihe United States. 
Mr. Norton 
claimed that if there is no de­ 
mand for the licensing of the 
press, as claimed by NRA officials 
repeatedly, no good reason exists 
for the fact that a newspaper 
code has not yet been adopted. 


Back to Dictator 


The speaker referred to the 
licensing of the press as a reviv­ 
al of the curb placed on all pub­ 
lications by 
autocratic 
govern­ 
ments through the early centur­ 
ies and recalled some of the his­ 
tory of the early struggles in this 
country, for the establishment of 
a free press, under which corrup­ 
tion in government could be ex­ 
posed and all people given the 
right to express their views on 
governmental 
matteris, 
without 
fear of punishment. 


He asserted th a t there was not 
a semblance of 
belief 
in 
the 
minds of newspaper publishers of 
the United States that President 
Roosevelt would in any way exer­ 
cise his right to suppress a new.s- 
paper of the United States under 
a licensing system, but pointed 
to th fact that it is not present 
agencies that 
are 
feared, 
but 
rather the eovernmental agencies 
tlie 
future 
may 
develop 
and 
which would, if all newspapers 
were licensed, be provided with a 
powerful weapon for bringing in­ 
to being conditions In America, 
such as exist today in Germany, 
Russia and other nations, where

Escanaban Grows 


Many Mushrooms 


In His Basement 


The growing of mushrooms in 


tiie basement of his home 
has 


proved to be an interesting and 
remunerative hobby for Fred I. 
Carlson, 
1200 
Tenth 
Avenue 


South. 


Mr. Carlson got interested in 


the raising of mushrooms in con- 
nection with his landscape 
.and 


tree surgery work, and did 
his 


first planting last spring. He has 
six beds, averaging about three 
by nine feet, now planted. 


Much Care Xce<lc<l 


Great care is needed in the rais- 


ing of mushrooms, according to 
Mr. Carlson. 
A careful check on 


temperature' and care in sprink- 
ling the beds, must always'be. ex- 
ercised, for, he says, the mush- 
room is one of the most sensitive 
of all plants. 
Insects also are li- 


able to do damage to the crop if 
not watched carefully. 


About G to 10 weeks are re- 


quired for the growing of mush- 
rooms, depending upon conditions. 
First, the soil compose must be. 
allowed to go through u bacterial 
action period of three 
to 
four 


weeks in'tho outdoor?. .Tho com- 
pose is then put into the beds 
in tho basement for a secondary 
fermentation.
